His Majeſtic Tying at this foreſaid 
Towne, his Highnefle and ſome other 
Lords, were inſtalled Knights of th 
moſi Honourable and Noble Order of 
the Garters after which ( the Sickneſk 
increaſing) His Highneffe removed: fror 
thence to Oatelanas, where by appoint: 
ment from his Majeſtie, he tooke houſe 
by himſelfe, having ſo many to attend 
apon him inevery Office, as was thought 
fitting for his yeares, A little after re- 
moving to Nonſwch, and from thence be- 
ing ſent for to Wizcheſter by his Maje 
ſtic,he againe returnedto Oatelands, where 
he begunto ply his Booke hard for twc 
or three yeares,continuing all.his Prifce- 
ly Sports, Hawking , Hunting, rafning 
at the Ring, Leaping, riding Ho 
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les, Dauncing ,- Fencing , tofhng of the 
Pike 
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Pike, &c. Inall which, he did ſo farre 
excell as was fitting for ſo greata Princes 
whereby , together with his continuall 


travaile, being ever in ation, hecame to: 


have a very aftiveand ſtrong body , ſo 
that then he would many times tyre all 
his fallowers before he himſclfe would 
be weary. 

Much about this time, being thirteene 
yeares of age, he began to know himſclte 
alittle better, and finding himſelfeto bee 
a Prince indeed, began not onely to ſtrive 
for vertuesan{werable, but alſo to chaſe 
away the reliques of childiſh imperfeRi- 
ons naturall to all, increafingevery day 
in favour with God and man.

The 16. yeare of his Age, being to 
come to the time of his Inveſtmentinthe 
Principalitie of Wales and Cornewall ; 'He 
did advance his owne Title and Right ſo 
farre, as wich modeſtic he might: which 
preſently was gently and lovingly enter- 
rained, and granted of his Majeltie, with

| joytotheir young Meliades, who(as they 

ſaid) could linclly derive his Pedegree 
from the famous Knights of this Iſle, was 
the cauſe that he had now ſent to preſent

The great night of this Solemnity 


now approaching, his Highneſle in his 


owne 
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owne lodging, in the Chriſtmas, di 
Feaſt the Earles, Barons, and Knights af- 
ſailants, and detendants, untill the great 
Twelfth appointed night, on which this 
great fight was tobe performed; which 
being come, his Highneſle, to the great 
wonder of the beholders, did admirably 
figlit his part, giving and receiving that 
night, 32. puſhes of Pikes, and about 
360, ſtroakes of Swords, which is.{carſc 
credible in ſo young yeares, enough to 
aſlure the World , that Great Britaines 
brave Henryaſpircd to immortality, 
Againſt the morrow, after the ſame 
ſaid fight, was alſo prepared a Magni- 
ficke Feaſt athis Highneſle houſe at Sains 
lames, at which his Majeſtic, his High- 
neſle, his Brother and Siſter, withall the 
other Earles, Lords, and Knights of the 
Court were preſent ; where after Sup- 
per (according as before they had beene 
judged) his Highneſle gave three priles, 
to the three belt deſerving, viz. to the 
Right Honourable the Earle of Menrge- 
mery one, and to Sir Thomas Darcy, and 
Sir Robert Gonrdon Knights,the other two. 
'T he Barricrs finiſhed, and priſes wo 
TP B 2 judge 
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judged and delivered, ſhortly after 
reparation every where to be made for 
is Highneſſe Creation, every one from 
the higheſt to the lowelt ( to thew there 
exceeding love) ſtriving who ſhould ex- 
ceed in bravery, untill faſt-poſting Time 
at length brought forth the long wiſhed 
for day, betore which, his Highneſle 
then lying at Richmond, a Houle ſcituate 
on the Rivers {ide,ſeven miles from Wef- 
minſter, the place of his Creation, the cu- 
ſtome bcing to be brought from ſuch'a 
place, the Right Honourable the Lord 
Mayor of Londen, with the worſhiptull 
Aldermen his Brethren, accompanied 


with thirtie {tx ſeverall Companies of 


Citizens of divers callings, in ſo many 
ſeverall Barges, and all C itic-like brave- 
ric poſſible, with their ſeverall Flagges, 
Banners, Colours, Armes , Trumpets, 


Prummes, and Phyfes, with other ſuch 


proviſion, came from their mighty and 
renowned City, up the filver-ſtreamed 
River,to welcome,mcetand accompany 
his Highneſſe, towards the ſolemne A= 
ion, where having encountred with his

the World ; alleyes were bent towards 
ſo joytull and deſired a fight : they came 
altogether rowing downe the proud Ri« 
ver, which for two or three miles toge- 
ther, ſecmed to be covered with Pinna« 
ces, Baiges Boates,and Oarcs unto FY hite- 
hall bridgeat the Court, where hee was 
alſo received, and welcommed by the 
Right Honourablethe Lords of his Ma- 
jeſties moſt Honourable Privie Counſel, 
with divers others , and from thence by 
them conducted unto his Majeſtic, where 
he remained untill the time of his Creati- 
0, which being the next day, he was 'in 
preſence of the right Honorable theHigh 
_ © ourtof Parliament, LoidsSpiritual and 
Temporall, By his Majcſtie, the King his 
Father, Created Prince of Wales, Duke of 
Cornewall, great Earle foo &c, with 
a full Inveitment in all the Ancient and 
great Libertics,ever poſſeſſed by any of 
his: famous Predeceſſors, :and with the 
joy and approbation. of. the whole 
Houſe. 210! F 
His Highneſſe being now abſolute of 
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himſclfc, did take up Houſe with a full | 
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addition of high Officers, Sir Thomas Chal- 
lener Chamberlaine, Sir Charles Cornwal- 
tis Treaſurer, and Sir Tohn Hollis Comp- 
trouler of his: Houſe, making good and 
ſri& Orders through the ſame, both a- 
bove and below ſtaires,more likea grave 
wiſe, and ancient (.ounſcllour, ſurvey- 
ing, difpoſing, & diſpatching hisaffaires, 
then ſo youngand greata Prince: Now 


_ were allorted unto him certaine Lands 


for his revenewes, which he was ſo farre 
from diminiſhing, that ace letr the ſame 
encreaſed, by thouſands a yeare his ſer- 
vants did now begin to looke which way 
rohelpethemſclves, ſince his Highneſle, 
was every day more and more able to 
give ::ycrhe being very ſparing to give 
any thing, did onely give Grants unto 
fome, with-promilcs, hopes and delayes 
unto others, becauſe he would not (hee 
ſaid)diſpoic of any thing, untill with the 
gift he might perpetrat the ſame, which 
could not be, untill either yeares, or the 
High Court of Parliament ſhould ena- 
ble him, but this time as yet not being 
he went on his owne frugall cour- 


kes, ſuffering almoſt nothing to —_ 


— 
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hisHouſe, or other affaires, which hee ; 

himſelfe did not overſee. 

At laſt, bethinking himſelfe that Wales 
and Cornwall, &c, his Principalitic had a 
long time beene withou: a Prince of their 
owne, he thought hee might rhe garher 
ſhew his Authority in renewing and a- 
voiding Leaſes; wherefore having firſt by 
a Writ called Sczre facias, avoided andan- 
nihilated all cheir former Rights and Lea« 
ſes, hee brought them unto a generall 
ſubmiſſion ro compound , take and hold 
new of him, which they were all ready 
to performe, a little before his death : 
Whercupon Surveyors,and Commiſho- 
ners were appointed, and diſpatched to 
{urvey all his Lands, and to returnea true 
certificate of the whole valew; untill 
which, (being but a little before his fick- 
nefle and death) he deferred all manner 
of Suits, becauſe he would firſt be infor= 
med trucly , what, and how great their 
demands were, 

Inthe17. and 18. yeares of his Age 
he began not onely tobe a Man in ſtature; 
butalſo in courage and wildome, to the 
admiration of all, and with the eyes of 
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his Spirit ſurveying the mighty Inheri- 
tance whereunto he was Heire apparant, 
he did alſo ſtraine to be the better furni- 
ſhed ( ifever his ſhoulders ſhould under- 
goe {o greata burthen; with furniture be- 
fatting the ſame, itbeing wiſdome, in the 
crime of peace, to prepare for the ſame, 
knowing that Peace is the harbinger of 

rre, (chiefly in Ships, counted the 
brazen Wall of this Iſle)he in the time of 
our {ccurity thought thereof : and there- 
fore did nor only intreate his Majeſtieto 
cauſe his Officers of the Navy to build 
hima Ship, called the Prince, ( then the 
faireſt of this 11le) bur alſo to advance 
the affaires of the Navy, to his power, 
now and then got leaye of his Mijeſtie to 
goc in perſon to view the Ships, and 
Storchouſes, which divers times he did. 
Notcontent herewith, he did alſo pra- 
Riſe Tilting , charging on Horſebacke 
with Piſtols,after the maner of theWars, 
withall other the like inventions. Now 
alſo delighting to conferre, both with his 
owne, and other Strangers, and great 
Caprtaines, of all manner of Wars, Bat- 
gailes, Furniture, Armes by Scaand Land, 

| Dilcis 
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Dilciplines, Orders, Marches, Alarmes, 8 

Watches, Stratagems, Ambuſcadoes, 
Approaches, Scalings, Fortifications, 
Incampings, and having now and then 
Batrailes of head-men appointed both on 
Horſe and Foot, ina long Table, where- 
by he might ina manner, view the right 
ordering of a Battaile, how every troope 
did aide and affiſt another, as alſo the ja 
cing ofthe light Horſemen, Vauntguard, 
Maine Battaile, with the afhſting wings, * 
and Rerewards, &c. which ate out of my 
element to ſpeake of, Neither did he 0- 
mit, as he loved rhe Theoricke of theſe 
things, to praQtiſe the ſame , entertaining 
in his Houſe a Dutch Captaine, ſent unto 
him by his Excellence ( Grave Ataurice) 
amoſt excellent Ingineer , inall manner 
of things belonging to the Wars; cauſing 
alſo, from timetotime,newPicces of Or- 
nance to be made, learning to ſhoot, and 
levell them righttothe white, No leffe 
provident'was he to have great Horſes, 
and thoſe of the beſt, which were ſent un- 
to him fromall Countreyes; ſo that, T. 
may truely affirme, no Prince in Chri-- 
ſendome did exceed himthercin. Thus,

In the 19, yeare of his Age, whether 
by his continuall toile of body, and 
minde, or ſome internall unknownecau- 
ſes (I know not) where before he was of 
ſomewhat a full round face, and very 
pleaſant diſpoſition, his Viſage began 
to appeare ſomewat palcr, longer and 
thinner then before, hee himſclte being 
alſo more ſadand retyred then uſuall, ycr 
withoutany complaint of him, or jealou- 
fie of his Followers, ſave that ſome halfe 
a yeare after, hee would now and then 
complaine of a ſmall kinde of giddy 
lumpiſh heavineſle in his forchead , the

About three a Clock in the afternone 


came his leſſer Doubling, during which, 


his breath became ſhort, his face very 
red, his pulſe beating very ſwiftly; in 
which fr his noſe began to bleed ( as 
ſome thought about two ounces, then 
after ſtaying of it ſelfe , whereby hee 
found ſome caſe, not having bleed (as 
= cuſtome was ) of a great while be- 
ore. 


From this time forth, chiefely Doctor 
Mayerne, with Maſter Naſmith, his Ma- 
jeſties Chirurgian ,. began to propound 
the neceſſity of bleeding, as heretofore 
they had done, whereunto nature now 
invited, the Feaver remaining conti- 
nuall, with a great abounding fulnefle, 
in a conſtitution exceſſively hot-, in a

| Thus 
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Thus given over ofall into the hands 
of God, did his Highneſlc lic in extreame 
paicie; during which , ſtill nowand then 
(till two or three hoores before his 
death) looking up, and ſpeaking, or en- 
deavouring to ſpeake , which for con- 
fuſion and extremity of paine'( being ſo 
neere gone) could not bee underſtood, 
all the World were ready in this de- 
ſpairc, tobring cordiall waters Djaphore- 
tick,and 2wintſſentiall Spirits to: be given 
anto him; amongſt which; one in the 
afternoone was miniſtred; which ſet that 
little nature remaining , on worke, for- 
cing a {mall ſweat, which, too late, was 
the firſt hee had; Sir Walter Raleigh alſo 
did ſend another from the Tower, which 
whether or no to give him, they did a 
while deliberate. 


After the operation of the firſt , his 
Highneſſe reſted quietly a little while, 
preſently after falling into*his former

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' Raleigh (after it had beene taſted and 
pgoved ) was given unto him, but in 
vaine, ſave that forcing that ſparke. of 
lifethat remained, it brought him againe 
intoa ſweat; after which, as before hee 
had ſome reſt for a little while. But, 
noremedy, death would needs bee Con- 
querour; in vaine did they ſtriveagainſt 
To ſtreame, for hee ſhortly after became 
wonderfull ill againe , ſight and ſence 
failing, as alſo Al the infallible figncs 
of death appreaching; In which extre- 
mity, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury be- 
ing there preſent,who ſeeing it was now 
thetime of times, before the laſt gaſpe, 
to miniſter ſome comfort unto his High- 
nefle {if as yet there were any ſence re- 
maining ), came unto him, firſt ſpeaking 
aloud; putting him in mind of allthoſc 
things which hee had ſpokn unto him 
the day. before in his perfe& ſenſe, cal- 
ling aloud: in his care, to remember 
Ehriſt Feſws, to belecve, hope, andtruſt 
oncly'in_ him, with aſlured confidence 
ofmercy, tolift:up his heart, and prepare 
him to meete the Lord Jeſms, with many

ether in his eare, Sir heare you mee,

All this while alſo , from three a 
clock in the morning untill night, there 
was continuall prayer in the houſe, and 
in every place where the danger was 
knownes by which his time growin 
neerer and neerer, and hee weaker 
weaker; Thus did hee lie, paticntly ſtri- 
ving betwixt death and life, unayoida- 
bleneceflity, and Gods will forcing pas 
tience, and againe invincible courage and 
magnanimity ( loath to bee overcome) 
ſhewing ſome indignation'” and con- 
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temptofdeath : yea deathirſelfe (for all 
his cruelty) ſtoodalong while hoverin 
' indoubt what to doe;ſo did bis Highneſſe 
young yeares, his Triumphes at hand, 
the reares, and exceeding ſorrow of Fa- 
ther, Mother, Brother, Siſter, the how- 
ling cries of his Servants; and of the 
whole Land (who ſaid, her lofle, above 
all was moſt unſpeakeable ) move his 
hard heart to pitty : But a greater crie 
before this, having outcried thoſe cries 
(even the crie of our finnes ) there was 
no remedy : for death ( although un-

| The Kidneies faire, and without any ble- 
miſh. The Midriffe under the Filme; or 
Mcmbrane, containing the heart (which

Thus { or very neere thus ) loſt wee 
the delight of mankind , the expeRarion 
of Nations, the ſtrength of his Farher, 
and glory of his Mother, Religions ſe- 
cond hope ; Fooliſh may immagine 
that they have done cnough, when'they 
have railed upon the Phyſitians, as 
though they could have altered Provi- 
dence, by prolonging his life, never tru- 
ly beholding the Omnipotent'powerbe- 
reaving him, which although 1n his fick- 
neſſe, untill the blow was given, could 
notbe ſeene, yer now( even of the blind) 
may be caſily diſcerned. AndI pray you, 
if we narrowly looke'upon the practiſe 
of the' meanes, what oiiſſion of duty 
ſhall we find therein £ Some neere his 
Highneſſe, together with Do&or Mayers,

The Phyſitians; although jarring at 
firſt in their Propoſitions and on *

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laſtdid every thing by a common con- 
ſent under all their hands ; Nothing 
was wanting, which either Art or e&x- 
perience could thinke thereof, whatſoe- 
ver they did, they alwaies thought moſt 
ſafeft and beſt, They toiled continually 
day and night. andif it pleaſed not God 
togive a bleſſing to the meanes\,, muſt 
they therefore be blamed 9 You- know 
Paul may. plant, and - Apollos may: water 
but itis Godthatgiveth rhe increaſe. But 
imagine, there had beene any. ſuch ſtrife 
amongſt them, the Phyſitians, as it is re-

gerous unknowne ſtate of his greateſt 
grictecloſely rooted inhis head Cas in 
the opening hath -beene- ſeene )»which 
could)not at firſt be fully knowne-un- 
till too late z the piRare of Death by a 
ſtrange extraordinary countenance, ha- 
ving from the beginning poſlefſed him : 
vaine: rumors alſo .have becne ſpread a- 
broad, that he was poyſoned : But if the 
tormer Diſcourſe be well conſidered, his 
Death, inmy judgement, will appeare to 
have beene naturall, grounded upon ve- 
ry urgent cauſes.

The Monday after, the Right honou- 
xable the Lords of -the Privy Counſell 
of his Majeſty, with excceding carecame 
to Saint Zaweſes , to. give order for all 
things belonging to ſo wofull a buft- 
neflez, according to which , the whole 
Hauſe, Chappell; great Chamber, Pre- 
ſence, Lobby, Privy Chamber, and Bed 
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| 12 in black with 
all things fitting, thick ſct with Scutche- 
ons of his Highnefſe divers . Armes, 
which being done, under the, State in 
the Chamber where bee. firſt ſickened, 
appointed for. the Coffin, there was a 
place ere&ed aboye an Ell in neigh, 
where it was to ſtand to bee. watc 
untill the Funerall; Threeſcoreand.tennc 
Gentlemen of his Servants, ordinary 
and extraordinary. ( which were all hee 
had) being appointed night and. day to 
attend the ſame, tenne ata time, it bei 
ſo ordered that the tenne who! Lis. 
inthe night, did conſtantly waitthe third 
day after, Meane while was order given 
that the Funerall ſhould bee folemnized 
on-Monday the 7. of December follows 
ing; untill which time, I will not renew

The time. of the Funerall now ap- 
prakcding., on Thurſday the third day 
of Decervber , the Coffin was remoyed

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cheons and ſeverall Armes, there to re- 
maine untill - the Funerall day z This 
Sunday: at night before the Funerall; 
his repreſentation was brought (made in 
{ſo ſhort warning. as likehim as could be) 
and apparelled 'with cloathes, having: 
his creation robes aboye the ſame, his 
capand crowne upon his head, his Gar- 
ter, Coller, with a Georgeabout his neck, 
his golden ſtaffe in his Right hand lying 
croile a little, briefely, every thing as 
hee was apparelicd, at the time of his 
creation ; which being done, it was laid 
on the back on the 'Coftin,, and faſt 
bound tothe ſame, the head thereof be- 
ing ſupported by two cuſhions, juſt as 
it was to bee drawne along the ſtreets 
in.the Funerall chariot } drawne by 
eight black horſes, decked with his (e- 
verall Scutcheons and Plumes. 


But now the time being come, and 
all things to adorne the. Triumphes of 
his mournefull- Hadadrimons black: day, 
the Funerall being foure houres in mar-. 
ſhalling'and marching , ſet. forth about 
tenae a clock in the morning, there bc- 
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ing(as was thought)the number of 2000. 


Mourners in black; the Relation whereof 
were now to no. purpoſe; fince the or- 1 
der, rankes, and namesarealready prin. 
ted in a booke to be ſeene , As it paſſed 
along, the whole World, ſenſible and 
inſenfible things, and creatures ſeemed 
to mourne, an have compaſſion , hea- 
venandearthandall; There was to bee 
ſeene an innumerable multitude of all 
ſorts of ages and degrees of men, women, 
and children, whoſe wonderfull ſorrow 
who is able to expreſſe 2 ſome holding 
inthcir heads, not being able to endure | 
ſo ſorrowfull a fight, all mourning, | 
which they cxprefled by ſeverall ſorts 
of lamentation and ſorrow, ſome wee- 
ing,crying, howling, wringing of their 
nds, others halfe dead , ſounding, 
fighing inwardly, others holding up 
their Lak , paſhonately —_—— 
ſo great a loſſe, with Rivers, nay wit

vingin their two Univerſitie Churches, 
Funerall Sermons, all mourning , both 
in heart, habite, and countenance ; the 
fore-runners of which their extreame 
ſorrow, long before this, in their ſeverall 
Bookes of mourning Fpitaphs burſt forth, 
Oxford in her Iuſta Oxox : and Cambridge 
in her Epicedium Cantabrig - eve. with 
divers other Orations to this purpoſe. 
The Funerall Sermon in Saint Mares 
Oxon : was Preached by Door Goodwin 
Deane of Chriſt-Church Colledge there x 
The Text bcing out of Zſay, the 57. 1. 
The Righteous _ and no man conſede- 
reth it in his heart ; and mercifull men are 
$aken away fromthe evill to come. 


In which he was not onely exceeding- 
ly moved himſclfe ; but alſo moved the 
whole Univerſitic, and City, to ſhedde 
founraines of tearcs. 


The other of Compriage was a

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by Doctor Carey, Maſter of Chrifts Col- 
ledge, and Vicechancellour of the Uni, 
verſitie, his Text being out of the ſecond 
of Samnel, Chap. 3. verſe 34. the laſt 
words of the Verſe : And af the people 
wept againe for him, Tn ſpeaking whereof, 
and weeping himſelfe, hee made all the 
people weepe againe and againe;

'He was of a comely. tall middle ſta- 
ture, about five foox. and cight inches 
high, of a ſtrong, ſtreight well-made 
body;as if Nature in him had ſhewed all 
her cunning ) with ſomewhat broad 
ſhoulders, anda ſmall waſte; of an ami- 
able Majeſticke Countenance, his haire 


of an Aborne collour , long faced , and 
broad forchead,, a piercing grave eye, 
a moſt gracious ſmile, with a. terrible 


frowne, courteous, loving; and affable ; 
his favour like the Sunne, indiffcrently 
{ſeeming to ſhine upon all; naturally 
ſhamefaced, and modeſt, moſt patient, 
which he ſhewed both ia life and death; 
flow toanger, thateven then, when hee 


' Was Many mes mol offended, be would 
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(overcomming himfſelfe z ſay nothing g 
mercifull he was afterhe had a little -pu- 
niſhed the offendors , neither did hee 
judge raſhly, but after due examination 
of both parties, Diflimulation he eſtee= 
med moſt' baſe, chiefly in a Prince, not 
willing, norby nature being able to. flat» 
ter, fawne, oruſe thoſe kindly who de» 
ſerved not his love.  Quicke hee'was to 
canceive any thing, not raſh, but mature 
indcliberation, yet moſt conſtant havin 

reſolved : true of his promiſe, moſt {e- 
cret even from his youth'z ſo that hee 
might have beene truſted in any thi

Moſt ardent in his love to Religion, 
waich love,andall the good cauſes! --

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of, hisheart was bent by ſome meanes 
or other (if he had lived) to-have fhew-., 
cd, and fome way to have compounded: 
the unkind Iarres thereof; He well ſhew-. 
ed his love to good men, and hatred; of 
the evill, in diſcerning a good Preacher 
from a vaine-glorious, inwhom aboyeal 
things he abhorred flattery, {oving and 
countenancing the good ; of the idle and, 
loytering never ſpeaking but with diſ- 
daine ; in which he ſhewed:he had a hearc 
flexible to good; and al kind of goodnes, 

' which (as Lthinke ) was. the cauſe, one 
day, heuttered this ſpeech of the Deane 
of Rocheſter his Chaplaine., © 


That he thought, whereas hee and 0- 
thers like him, ar their firſt entry into. the 
Pulpit, did looke him in the face, their 
countenance did, as it were ſay unto him; 
Sir, you muſt heare me diligently , you 
muſt havea care to obſerve what I & : 
As alſo in his conſtancie inobſerving t 
Prayer time, duely before Dinner and 
Supper, which untill his death hee never 
| willingly omitted, whatſoever haſte hee 
had, or wereit gever ſolate, ; 
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* *Whar ſhould I yer adde, his conſci- 
ence of an Oath, that hee: was' never 
heard (I now appeale to Envy! it ſelte) 
to take Gods Name in vaine, with an. 


addition of any other ſeeming light, 
much lefſe- horrible Oathes; ' with full 


ſwirige of paſſion ; witnefſe the reſti- 


mony of the Moſt Reverend,the Arch-" 


biſhop of Canterbury, ih hisBunerall Ser- 


mon, wherein was remembred by:him, 


(amongſt many other things) that ever 
memorablereply of his Highneſſe, who 
being asked one day (by one that great- 
ty rejoyced, his Highneſſe was tio {wea- 
rer) why hedid not ſweare in play aſwell 
as others , to his erernall praiſe made this 
reply, That he knew no Game worthy 
of an Oath, IR 1007'S 


To live long he never deſired;nor afpi- 
red, many times ſaying , That'it was to 
{ſmall* purpoſe for a brave gallant man; 
whenthe prime of his dayes were paſt,to 
Iiveſolong untill he were full of aches, 
ſoares, &c. uttering contemptible ſpce- 
ches of Death; affirming” many.times, 
that hce neither deſired, nor afpired; or 

hoped

hoped to live long , andthat when hee 
ſhould be ficke three or foure daies toge- 
ther, then God have mercy on me, would 
he lay. 


Popery with all the adjunds and ad- 
herents thereof, hee hated to the death, 
yet he would nowand then uſe particu- 
lar Papiſts very kindly, thewing that hee 
hared not their perſons, bur their opini- 
ONS, 


I muſt not forget his love to Learning, 
to the Mules, to all the Learned who any 
way didexcell; rothetwo Univerſities, 
chicfly Oxenford (becauſe mourning Cam- 
bridge did neverinjoy his preſenceywhoſe 
unſpeakeale ſorrow for his death, will 
ſhew the great portion of his lovethey in- 
joyed. I ſhould bur increaſe ſorrow , to 
tel you how exceeding kindly their Yice- 
chancelloyur, Doors, Graduates, and 
Students were uſed, when they came to 
ſce him at Woodſtock; Whatcare he had to 
give them contentment, how carefull hc 
was, and what ſpeciall commands were 
gcncra)ly gtventhroughout . the whole 
\ "NY houſe, 
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" houſe iy that they ſhould nor want the 
ſame; of his mild and grave carriageto- 
wards them, and his loving ſpeechesin * 
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their abſence. 


No lefle carefull hee was to obey 
the King his Father in every thing, be- 
ing alſo very diligent to obſerve and 
honour the Queene his Mother, ſomuch 
as in him lay, or as poſhble hee might; 
wiſe hee was to know and not know, 
ice and not ſee,almoſt every thing which 
was done or ſaid. Wonderfull was his 


care and wiſedome in governing of his f 
-houſe, and revenewes, giving order and 


ſeeing everything done almoſt himſclte, 


4orhat ſcarce were there any of his Houſ- 
hold Servants whom hee did not know 
by .name, amongſt whom there was 
fiot one 'knowne or ſuſpe&ted Papiſt, 


his care being ſo great, thatall Commu- 


-nicantes names thould bee written up, 
that-hee might know if there were any, 
thatwould not receive.

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houſe did everexceede him in all things, 
His Revenewes hee lefr increaſed by 
thouſands a yeare; Sparing hee was, yet 
liberall where cirher honeſty, deſert, or 
poverty did move him neither ( what- 
ſoever the World thinke) was hee ever 
knowne to give away any thing, or pro- 
miſe any thing but upon mature deli- 
beration, As tor thoſe penſious which 
| hee gave a little before his death, they 
were cither given to ſuch as. had very 
well deſerved them,o1 who having ſpent 
theirmeanes in his ſervice, hee could not 
_ out of his Noble diſpoſition bur relieve, 
thinking it berter to doe ſo, then beſtow 
upon them other unknowne ſuites and 
leaſes, which otherwiſe hee muſt needs 
havedone; Hee was loving and kind to 
Strangers, whoſe hearts upon ſmall ac- 
quaintance hee did eaſily gaine, In ſtate 
martersand petitions not pertaining unto 
him, hee wascver ſparing and nor wil- 
ling to meddle : In his owne affaires 
touching coppy-holds , leaſes, or any 
thing of like nature, whatſoever abuſcs 
were, hee ever redreſled, or minded to

What ſhould I ſay more ofhim? over 
and above all theſe things, hee had a cer- 
taine kind ofextraordinary unſpeakeable 
excellency, my fraile penne and dull 
ſtile notbeing ableto expreſle the ſame, 
gathered (out of queſtion) by him long 
agoe from the plentifull Garden of the 
King his Fathersall admired Bazilicon- 


doren, long fince in his youth dedicated 


unto him. | 


I dare ſweare, none will thinkean ill 
thought , much lefle ſpeakeanill word 
of him, unlefle it bee {ome TIanxe-faced 
Machivillian, or hollow hearted Gun- 
p—_ » Who as they would have 

lowne up King, Progeny, and State, 
cannot chooſe now but barke apai 


him, who was aterrour toall the Papiſts 
in Chriſtendome, T 
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As hee was a Man, no queſtion but 
hee had impcrfecious as others (other- 
wiſe hee could not have converſed with 
men) which I profeſle, I neither knew, 
nor delighted to ſearch after; orifI had, 

ou know of all others, I am rather 

oud to cover and conceale the ſame 
with Sher and Faphet , then with Ham 
to ſhew his nakedneſle, If I were able, 
yet certainely whatſoever they were, 
{ucha number ofnoble vertues did cover 
and weigh downe the ſame, eclipfing 
their light, that they could not cafily 
bce perceived, unlefle it were perhaps 
by ſome maliciouſly bent , who though 
they might have gathered great ſtore 
of honey , have rather choſen ( like 
droanes) to open the gall; whom Ialſo 
leave to the gall of bitternefſe uncill it 
conſume them.

Wherefore now fince his Soule re- 
ſteth in Heaven (whereof 1 intreat 
you-doubt not.) let us alſo leave him; 
For his good life ingenerall, his unfaig- 
ned love to Religion, his love to good 
men, his ſound, and ſaving a 
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and praQtice of the ſame, his attentive 
and reverent hearing of the word, his 
humble flexible heart eaſily caſt downe, 
and drawne by the ſame, with many 
other good things, which were in him, 
are ſure ſignes of the favourot God,and, 
conſequently of his ſalvation. To 
which it wee conſider with what innu- 
merable prayers , and Itrong crics, his 
ſoule was attended unto Heaven, wee 
may reſt fully ſatisfied of his felicity; 
For although the extremity of paine 
frora the beginning of his fickneſle, did 
as it were ſtupiftie. and bereave him of 
ſence, that hee could not give thoſe 
wiſhed teſtimonies to the World at full; 
(the Lord chooſing to try him in the 
furnace of affliction) yet fince weeſhall 
bee judged not according to ourdeath, 
but according to our life (although his 
death in ſuch an extremity, as is ſhew- 
ed, was very good, wee may certaine- 
ly conclude, that his Soule now praiſeth 
God, 

Wherefore when wemifſehim whete 
we'were wont to ſee/him, lets lifr'up 
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our mindes to a higher Watch-tower, rc- 
membring that his Soule now reſteth in 
Heaven, whereall cares, troubles,ſfoares, 
ſickenefles, crofles, and afflitions, ſhall 
no more annoy him ; where the feares, 


jarres, jealouſtes, diſcontentments,mute- 


nies,uproarcs, & diſſentions of State ſhall 
never yex him ; where heſhall hunger no 
more, thirſt no more, defire no more, ha- 
vg all tears wiped from his cies,in place 
fthoſe fraile ones, whichcould not here 
indurethefight of the Candle, now be- 
holding him whoſe eyecsare renne thou- 
ſand times brighter then the Sunne, fol- 
lowing the Lambe whitherſoever hee 
octh, and in the Heaven of Heavens, 
injoying the blefled fruition of his God, 
inthe company of Millions of his Saints 
and Angels, waiting for-the full revela- 
tion and felicitie of the Sonnes of God, 
and renovationot us all, when God ſhal 
be Allin All z where let us leave him 
(of whom we are not worthy untill we 
be gathered unto him) admiring his in- 
comprehenſible Wiſdome which did be- 
reave us, untill he let us know by experi- 
Ces 
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ſelfe, his will (whatſoever it be ) muſt 
needs be good; And I pray you, what, 
how many, howgreat,and how wonder- 
tull things hath: the Almighty done with 
this one blow, inhuimbling of ſome,cur- 
bing the pride of others , caſting ſome 
downe, and againe in raiſing up of others, 
letting all ſee, as in a Mirrour, the- vaine 
inconltinnce of Greatneſle, making ſome 
others incxcuſable,- if rhey receive:no 
good from ſo ſenſible a Leſſon, with infi- 
nite moe, knowne onely to the All-ſufh- 
cicnt, All-ſceing Majeſtic, 


Let us thereforeadmire the infinite and 
incomprehenſible Wiſdome of Almigh- 
ty God, which ſo ſoone tranſlated bim 
from this Vale of darknefſe, and miſery, 
into that marvellous joy and light, al- 
thogh it ſeem TU unto our blind cics:; 
For whatknow we bur that the boyling 
head-ſtrong paſſions of youth,cyill com- 
pany (which corrupteth good manners) 
the raines of Liberty, the corruption of 
rime, with infinite other inticements, 
whercunto fleſh and blood are prone, 
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might have corrupted: him, when dying 


with a conſumed body, and a more cor- 
rupted Soule, he might with an evil Con- 
{cience(though ful of years)have gone to
